No cause 
can be assigned for the attempted sui- 
cide, although it is known that Rogers 
has been despondent for some time in 
brooding over an incurable disease, and 
probably in an insane moment he wsa 
drivin to the deed. He cannot recover.

OCCASIONALLY a Democratic paper or 


a Democratic campaigner cries out that 
the present deplorable condition of 
financial affairs is due to Republican 
legislation. Ibis is not only unfair, bat 
unjust to the Democrats themselves. If 
the statement be true, they are aooef sory 
after the tact in failing to convene con- 
gress as soon as Cleveland went into 
power and repealing the dangerous laws. 
The only legislation which in any sense 
affeoti the financial affairs of the coun- 
try and for which the Republicans may 
be justly charged, ie the compromise 
measure known as the Sherman silver 
act; bnt Sherman and the Republicans 
tried to repeal that act in 1892 and asked 
Sir. Cleveland und Mr. Carlisle to induce 
ten Democratic senators to vote tor the 
repeal in order to carry it, and these 
gentlemen failed to furnish the ten Dem- 
ocrats, which closes the month of that 
party as to this charge. Bnt it is not 
the silver law that hurts business. 


The conntry was prosperous under 


Republican legislation and received not 
a single backset nntil Cleveland was 
elected, when, in fear of the ushering in 
of 
Democratic policies, business at 


onoe began to waver, credits were with- 
drawn, many manufactories closed, while 
others reduced their output; the demand 
for labor was seriously crippled, thou- 
sands were thrown out of employment 
and general disorder took the place of 
confidence. 
The financial business of 


the government, which is no part of the 
general business of the country, has not 
been affected by this distrust. 
The 


government collects ite revenuei regu- 
larly from the several sources fixed by 
law. 
It does not wait for anybody to 


sell products before he pays. It collects 
the cash when it is due and the money 
deoessary to defray the expenses of the 
government is on hand regularly, and is 
not affected by the uncertainty which 
prevails in general business circles. The 
legislation which saves the government 
credit thus, ie Republican legielation. 
The legislation that made the last year 
of Republican rule the best business 
year the country has ever known, is Ke- 
publicon legielation, and it is the threat 
of the Democratic party to repeal those 
laws, that has brought distrust and up- 
set business. The Democrats promised 
Cleveland's election wonld stimulate 
businesi) and increase wages. 
The 


election of Cleveland has depressed busi- 
ness and decreased wages.

The time for advocacy 
and argument respecting that question 
has gone by. When the platform of the 
National Democratic Convention at Chi- 
cago * as approved by the people, and 
by the tremendous majorities in Novem- 
ber last, the debate was settled and 
judgment was pronounced.

Fora wonder, the Legislature which 


repealed the excellent Edwards Compul- 
sory Education law hae enacted some- 
thing to take its place. 
The Stringer 


bill, after beiD& emasculated by numer- 
ous amendments, was rushed through in 
the closing spurt of the session. It is a 
weak measure, liable at many points to 
evasion, end only slightly better than no 
law at all. 


By the provisions of the new law, every 


person having control of any child be- 
tween the ages of 7 and 14 years is re- 
quired to send the child to some public 
or private day school at least sixteen 
weeks each year, twelve weeks of which 
must be consecutive. So far, well and 
good. But whenever aohild "has been, 
or is being otherwise! instructed" for a 
like period in elementary branches this 
a it is not to apply. 
This practically 


nullifies the whole statute. It will be a 
dull parent, indeed, who will not have 
wit enough to evolve an excuse allowing 
him to escape Through this capacious 
loop-hole. 
The penalty tor neglect of duty on the 


put of the parent ie the forfeit of not 
MSB than 81 or more than 820 to the pub- 
lic school fund. The fear of a {1 fine if 
discovered is not likely to prove a very 
strong deterrent upon any man who is 
bent upon making hie child earn money 
for him the year around— and this is one 
of the chief offenders at whom enob an 
act is aimed. Be could pay several fines 
out of hia child's wages and still make 
money on the deal. 
' 
Boards of education are empowered at 
their discretion to appoint a committee 
to report violations of the law and sum- 
mon the offenders before a member of 
the board who shall be empowed to hear 
and pass apon excuses. 
Oompensation 
is provided for the member* who attend 
to these duties. The parent found guilty 
of falsifying in regard to bis child's age 
or term of attendance at school is liable 
to a forfeit of from S3 to 920. 
Not a word is there about instruction 


in the English language or other 
branches of necessary knowledge. Ignor- 
ant or misguided parents of any nation- 
ality may send their children to private 
pedagogues of their own mental caliber, 
and particular language, and rob the 
child of that which he will need most in 
the fierce struggle of after years— a 
knowledge of the English tongue. 
It ie hard to see where the former law 


hae been improved apon in any respect, 
save from the standpoint of the enemies 
of the pnblio school system. The stick- 
lers for the private schools and no schools 
at all have their way, bnt in getting it 
they have betrayed the beet interests of 
the children of Illinois.

The Revtuon of AaoBMtmenti Will 


Be Made on Monday, June 26. 


It is not generally observed by pereooB 


owning property that the law in counties 
with township organizations like our own 
requires the nnoemor, town clerk and su- 
pervisor to meet on the fourth Monday 
in Jane for the purpose of revising the 
assessment of property in snob town, and 
that anypenon feeling himself aggrieved 
may complain by himself or agent that 
the property at another is asBsased too 


low, and otter a notice tn that person the 
board may revise the assessment aad 
correct the same as shall appear to them 
just, and it the person so complaining to 
the town board is not satisfied with the 
revision made, he can appeal to the board 
of supervisors, who con revise and cor- 
rect the assessment, and if it shall 
appear that the lands have been as- 
sessed higher in proportion than other 
lands in the same neighborhood, the 
county board shall receive and correct 
the same, so that the assessment shall be 
just and right. And without these steps 
being taken by the property owners, the 
courts are constantly rejecting suitors 
who apply tor relief from excessive assess- 
ments, and taxes, and the tax payer may 
request the assessor to deliver him a 
copy of his assessment, signed by him as 
assessor, that he can see whether he has 
been unjustly assessed. 
As then are 


frequent complaints made ot mistakes, 
whereby one person's property is assessed 
at roach higher valuation than surround- 
ing property, it may be well for property 
owners to pay more attention to the time 
and place ot meeting ot the town and 
county boards of review, where they can 
appear by themselves or their agents and 
see that a correct oases!ment is mode of 
their property.

LONDON, June 18.—The members oi 


the Irish parliamentary party have be- 
come so incensed at the tactics em- 
ployed by the opposition to delay the 
home rule' bill that the government 
mnst now face open revolt by the Irish 
members or expedite the bill and 
cease accepting offensive 
opposition 


amendments. It may be pointed out 
that the obstructive policy followed by 
the conservatives and liberal-unionists 
is identical with that followed by the 
Irish members when they were in op- 
position, and that the then govern 
ment found the policy of obstruction 
equally as aggravating as the Irish 
members now find it. Murmur ings of 
discontent were heard during the de- 
bate on clause S of the bill, which after 
the adoption of two or three trivial 
amendments 
and the rejection of 


dozens of frivilous ones, was finally 
adopted on Tuesday last; and now, 
when the next clause is under discus- 
sion, the opposition proposes to submit 
eix printed pages rof amendments to 
the clause, the Irish members think it 
time for the government to call a halt 
in the consideration of amendments 
and to push the bill to its final pas- 
fcage. 


A striking episode that occurred dur- 


ing last night's debate disclosed the 
growth of Irish hostility toward the 
government 
An amendment was of- 


fered adding to tho words "Withoul 
due process of law," which occur in the 
revision, that the powers of the Irish 
legislature shall not extend to the male 
ing of any law affecting liberty or 
property. The use of the words is as 
old as the magna charta, but they have 
not been used for a long time 
England, and 
are 
better 
known 


through their use in American law 
Therefore, Mr. Gerald IJalfour, who 
represents the Central division 
Leeds, in conservative interest, and 
who is a brother of Right Hon. A. J 
Balfour, the opposition leader in the 
house, proposed to define the proccsi 
of law by adding the words "In ac 
cordance with the settled principles 
and precedents of the United King 
dom." The clause amended, read: "The 
powers of the Irish legislature shall not 
extend to the making of any law 
whereby any person may be deprived 
of life, liberty or property, without due 
process of law m accordance with the 
settled principles and precedents o 
the United Kingdom, or be denied the 
equal protection of the laws, or where 
by private property may be taken 
without just compensation." 


The government accepted the addi 


tional words, whereupon Mr. Thomas 
Sexton, anti-Parnellite member 
o 


No"vh Kerry, and undoubtedly the 
mo-,t important member of the Iris! 
party, &o far as parliamentary knowl 
edge is concerned, angrilv opposed th 
addition to the clause. On t'i > division 
of tho house Mr. Sexton was a«'fi atiMl, 
the conservatives combining with tlie 
liberals, who supported the amend- 
ment against the radicals and the Iribh 
members who opposed it. 


Then the storm burst. 
Mr. J. J. Clancy, Parnellite member 


for the north division of County Dub- 
lin, denounced the government's con- 
tinuous concessions to the opposition. 
The bill, he said was already the least 
tht- Parnellites would accept, and he 
asked what was the object of legisla- 
tion if it did not upset settled prece- 
dents. 


Mr. Sexton declared that the unac- 


countable fatuity of the government 
had already imperiled the measure, 
and it was alienating the poor of 
Ireland. In savage accents Mr. Sex- 
ton blamed Rt. Hon James Bryce, 
chancellor of the duchy of Lancaster, 
for permiting the word& of the amend- 
ment to be dragged in by the heels 
from the constitution of the United 
states and shoved into the home-rule 
bill. Mr. P.riee. it will be recalled, is 
the author of "The American Common- 
wealth," which created considerable 
discussion on its publication in 1SSS. 


Other Irish memlxirs followed Mr. 


Sexton in opposition to the amendment 
and another division wus taken. Tha 
unionists and Uladstonians again com- 
bined to defeat the radicals^ind Irish 
members, and when the result was. an- 
nounced Mr. Justin 
McCarthy, the 


leader of the anti-Parnelites, in a short 
but exceedingly satirical address, sug- 
gested that Mr. Gladstone ought now 
to withdraw the bill. 
* Tho unionists are, of course, de- 
lighted at the signs of disruption in 
Mr. Gladstone's slight majority, and 
EOine of them express confidence in the 
ultimate defeat of the measure through 
the withdrawal of Irish support.- An 
unprejudiced view of the situation 
shows, however, that the position is 
not nearly so bad for home rule as the 
unionists pretend to believe. Hut it is 
true that the relations between the 
Irish leaders and Mr. Gladstone have 
really become strained to the point of 
rupture 
Besides 
t*he 
discontent 


over the slowness of discussion of the 
clauses of the bill, a disagreement has 
arisen 
concerning1 Mr. 
Gladstone's 


financial proposals. These were sub- 
mitted to Messrs. Sexton and McCarthy 
on "\\ednesday last, and were at thso 
first glan<-c seen by them to be unac- 
ceptable 
To cover the loss, through a 


mistake of £350,000 in the Irish excise, 
Mr. Gladstone proposes increased tax- 
ation of the sources of Irish revemie, 
instead of decreasing Ireland's con- 
tribution to the imperial treasury, as 
demanded by the Irish leaders 


The financial clauses, so fur as the 


continued adhesion of the Irish party 


1 to Mr. Gladstone is concerned, have 


retcome the crux of the situation. Un- 
ess Mr. Gladstone recasts his latest 
iroposals on fairer terms, 'the Irish 
members will withdraw that support 
which is essential to keep Mr. Glad- 
tone in power. If the new financial 
ettlementdid not involve a further 
Irain upon the Irish resources, for in- 
stance, or give the Irish exchequer a 
part of the customs revenue, which is 
now assigned exclusively to the xm- 
>erial exchequer, then the last real 
difficulty to the passage would be 
fiolved, and. the government could g-o 
ahead and drive the measure through 
:he house with no regard for the ob- 
struction tactics of its enemies. 


The main cause of the slowness and 


lesitancy of the government is this 
financial trouble, and little rushing 
may be looked for until au understand- 
.ng in regard to money matters is 
reached between the Irish leaders and 
Mr. Gladstone. 


A section of the radicals want a por- 


tion of the bill to be passed at this ses- 
sion; and to let the financial proposals 
await adoption until the session of next 
pear. The ministers, however, agree 
;hat the measure must be completed, 
no matter to what length the session 
is protracted.

ists, 35 Richterists, 10 anti-Semites and 
& Guelphs. 


As was expected the latest returns 


hav# increased steadily the list of 
members upon whom the government 
can rely for support. While the vic- 
tories of the social democrats have 
been regarded with alarm, their imme- 
diate effect upon the fate of the army 
bill will be more than offset by the 
votes *>f the Eichter radicals. 


After four hours in conference Satur- 


day afternoon, the ministers, who had 
met the chancellor to discuss the result 
of the election, decided that in view of 
the recent returns it would be super- 
fluous and inexpedient to issue an ap- 
peal to the country before the second 
ballots.
